Yesterday marked the baciiotna of the end 
for six of the oldést buildings in the loop, 
each one to give way to a skyscraper tha. 
will be one of the wonders of the wonderful 
joop district for many years to come. 

The expiration of these six leases oh May 
1 meafie the’ destruction of six old buildings 
of the type of construction favored in the 
'f0s, after the Chicago fire—firetraps, un- 
sightly, inadequate, each occupying a price- 
less site in the busiest commercial distric: 
in the world. 

It means, that six beautiful fireproof buila- 
ings, aggregating 102 stories in height, and 
éosting $8,260,000, will take their places as 
fast as they can be built. 

Where the Changes Are. 

The changes started yesterday, the oblit- 
eration of the past in the interest of the 
future, are as follows: 

Monroe street and Michigan avenue, south- 
west cofner, the old two story building of

replaced by a million dollar office building of 
fourteen stories, architecture similar to that 
of the University club building, across the 
street. Tenante of the old building moved 
out yesterday. Work is to begin at once. 

At Madison street and Wabash avenue the 
old Continental building, buflt right after the 
fire in 1871, will be replaced by the new John 
B. Maliers' building, twenty stories high and 
costing $1,500,000. The Continental was a 
joop landmark. In the old days it was head- 
quarters for theatrical people. 

At 127 té 185 North Clark street, the famous 
old site KnOwf as 79 Clark street before the 
new numbers went into effect, the Trude- 
Leiter properties will accommodate the City 
Hall Square theater andpffice building. This 
will be twenty stories ‘in and will cost 
$1,250,000. 

Insurance Mer Move Out. 

At. La Salle and Madison streets, south- 
west ¢orfer, another olf building is to give 
way to a twenty story qffice building to cost 
$2,500,000. This site is/the property of the 
Otis estate and has a frontage of 191 feet 
on La Salle street and 111 feet on Macison. 
The old building had been occupied in the 
main by insurance men for many years, some 
of the best known firms in the city having 
been located there. Most of the writers of 
riske will go to the new Insurance Exc hange, ' 
on Sherman stréet and Jackson boulevard 
ffi process of construction. 


‘Nineteen Story Building Planned. 

At State and Monroe, northwest! corner, 
another old landmark, dating from the fire, 
will have to go to give way for the North 
Affiéfican, a ninéteen story, $1,500,000 office 
building, to be built by Sturmer, Rosenthal 
& Eckstein. The old structure was at one 
time occupied by Lyon & Healy. A con- 
glomeration of commercial enterprises held 
forth there up to Saturcay. 

Tie 614 Hunt hotel, on the west side of 
Dearborn, between Madison and) Monroe 
streets, must fall under the ¢law and lever 
of the destroyer in order that the Hamilton 
club building, ten stories High and costing 
half a million, may take its place in the 
business district of greater Chicago. The 
ol& Hunt hotel was built in the seventies 
by former Chief Justice Melville Fuller, and 
beafs his name on its cornice. 


Interesting History Here. 

Columns of interesting history and side- 
lights on history could be written about the 
incidents called up by moving day yes- 
terday in the loop district. Seldom are 
six such important sites vacated in one 
month, muth iss in a single day. All night 
Saturday night and throughout yesterday 
moving vans ¢arried away the effects of 
the vacating tenants. Signs that had been 
familiar in the loop for many years were 
fakén down and will reappear in different 
and. lees famiMdr sections of thé business 
part of the city. 

Thesé old leases were valuable. They 
enabled the man of modest busineés to grow 
old in a storergom by the side of swarming 
hives of inddétry. The little holé fh thé wal! 
stores and s and restaurants were al 
moved ott and they wilt scatter from Fifth

GIRLS ARE FOUND 


Kenosha Police Take Chicago 
Man and Wife; Victims 
Dressed as Boys. 


MADE CHILDREN BEG CASH 


George H. Davis, who claims to be a major 
of the “Christian Volunteer Church of 
America,’ was arrested yesterday at Keno- 
sha on the charge of having kidnaped the 
two littl daughters of Mrs. Catherine 
Getchel, who lives at 1101: West Randolph 
street, Chicago. 

The man’s wife was also taken into custody, 
but was not locked up. She is under sur- 
veillance at the Orth hotel in the Wisconsin 
town. The police are holding her until they 
make certain of the identty of two other 
children—two little boys—found with the 
Davises. The woman claims that these are 
ner ouspfing -by a former marriage. The 
police aré inclined to thé opifiion that this 
may not be true, and that possibly thése 
children, t00, may have been kidnaped. 

The tw6 little girls are Letha and Haze! 
Getchel. respectively 11 and 9 y®are old. 
They are bright faced, auburn hatred 
youngsters, possessed of a precocity that 
comes from prematuré worldly wisdom. Ap- 
parently there was no resistance on their 
part to the kidnaping. They liked the life 
that the Davises gave them. 


Both Dressed as Boys. 

The Getchel girls wére both dressed tn 
boys’ knickerbockers when the police found 
them. With the two boys they were en- 
gaged in selling lead pencils and cheap jew- 
elry on the streets. Attention was attracted 
to them by their voices, which, contrasted 
with the tones of the twe youngsters that 
Mra. David clairs as her own, raised the 
suspicion that aps were coficealing their 
sex. 

Complaint war aati to the authorities and 
the youngsters were watched. Finally all 
four were taken to the police station and 
questioned by the sergeart. In his pres- 
ence the two little girls became frightened, 
burst |into tears, and admitted that they 
were masquerading. 

Then their whole story came out. Be- 
tween gobs they told how Davis had taken 
them from their mother’s home in Chicago 
on Thursday, how they had traveled by easy 
stages through thé villages of the north 


shore, selling jewelry, shoe strings, pencils, 
and other knicknaéke, and how finally they ‘ 


had reached Kénosha. 


| Exploited by Custodian. 

Their tale disclosed clearly that they were 
being exploited by Davis, who, remaining 
dincreetip: in the background, sent thém out 
on the streets to “ Work the sympathy 

racket ” and éach tank & te dna 


arts of wheedling, beaging, and petty swin- 
dling that their teacher knew. They were 
shown how to “get the money" without 
peing in the least particular as to the means. 

It appears, however, that all of th: children 
were always kindly treated by Davis and his 
wife, They Were- well clothed, well fed, and 
were even eliowed a little Prien

with its freedom in the big outdoors, its con- 
stant change and variety, and its almost tota! 
lack of responsibility. They gloried in the 
fact that they were ‘‘ gypsies ’’ and tried ‘n 
a hundred little ways to lok and ect the 


| part. 


Once started on the story of their adven- 
tures, the children ram to loquaciousness. It 
was like @ real fairy tale to them and they 
Hed to tell it. The police listened to their 
chatter at first with surprise, then with 
ainusement, ‘and finally with a little stern- 
nese. They wete in this latter frame of mind 
when the youngsters finally exhausted them- 
stives. Then they went out and arrested 
Davis and told his wife not to leave the hotel. 

At the ‘policé station Davis. put on a bold 
front. He admitted virtually all that the 
chiftdren had said, but insisted that he had 
done no Wrong. The two little Getchel giris, 
he declared, had been taken from home with 
the tacit if not the express consent of their 
mother. They had not been ill treated, he 
said. and the money they had obtained had 
been got honestly “He seemed to consicer 
himself a much abused man when the police 
puehed him into a cell and locked the door 
after him. : 


Mother Will Get Warrant. 
* Mrs. Getchell, who was notified of the fina- 
ing of the children imme@iately after Davis’ 
arrest, disagrees with Davis as to the salient 
points in his defease. She says she never 
consented to his taking the children, and 


adds that she intends to swear out a warrant 


for him today charging kidnaping. 
According to her story, Davis and his wife 
had been boarders at her home. Her rela- 
tions with the couple were most amicable, 
because she Is compelled to work for hér liv- 
ing in a corsét factory at Cangress and Loo- 
mis streets, and the Davises made therm- 


‘elves useful to her in looking after affairs 


at the house while she was away and taking 
care of the children. They took care of 
things, too, in the evenings when she was 
away from home working as a waltress in 
a nearby restaurant. 

When Mrs. Getchell came home from the 
factory last Thursday evening she found-a 
note from Davis reading as follows: 

“We have taken Letha and Hazel Don't 
buy any more bonnets ‘for their heads or 
shoes for. their feet until we get back.” 

[fe was frightened nearly into @ frenzy 
at first. Then came the thought that the 
surprising appropriation of the girls was 
merely one of the peculiarities of the couple, 
éelébrated in the neighborhood for unuswa! 
Whims and foibles. 


ONE TIME RICH SPECULATOR 
DROPS DEAD AS DISHWASHER. 


Michael Heiter, Former Wealthy North 
Side Business Man, Succumbs After 
Drop from Affiluence to Poverty. 


Michael Heiter, formérly a board of trade 
spéculator, recently a dishwasher, died on 
Saturéay in The Lambs’ café, Ashiand block. 
He had worked there only 4 féw days, anu 
pone of his fellow employés suspected that 
be at oné time had been wealthy.

ARMY MAY MUTINY 


IN CHINESE CLASH 


Hongkong Hears Desperate 
Condition of Affairs Exists 
in Canton. 


REBELS BURN TO DEATH. 


HONGKONG, April 30—Ali advices from 
Canton indicate a desperate condition of af- 
fairs in that cit¥Y.. There are #0,0v0 soldiers 
within the walis; and there is great fear that 
many will prove disloyal if it appears the 
rebels are about to gain the upper hand. 

The rebels are strong in numbers and have 
carried on their work of destruction with 
fanatical bravery. They made an attack 
upon the provincial arsenal, but were re- 
pulsed by the troops under loyal officers. 
Many of the revolutionists were killed, while 
some of them fled to an unoccupied rice store 
and built a barricade with hundreds of bags 
of rice. The troope found great difficulty in 
assaulting the barricade owing to bomba, 
which the rebels threw with great accuracy. 


Thirty Rebsis Burn to Death. 
Finally the store was set on fire, while the 
troops remained at some distance to pick off 
those who might seek to e#4ape the flames. 
Thirty or more rebels were burned {6 death, 
while others comritted suicide rather than 
be taken. 


Theré has been » ere thering at Canton lately’ 


of those oppoer¢ to the Manchu dynasty. A 
few days ago several hundred afrived from 
Hongkong. The plot to overturn the govern- 
ment was betrayed and the leaders of the

But the rebels, 
vrorking together tn a well devised plan, have 
succeeded in doing mutch damage to prop- 
erty, in addition to killing some officials. 
The family of the viceroy is living on a 
gun boat. 

Wu Sum, a Chinese educated in Japan, 
and who wears European clothes, is the 
leader of the movement. He and his con- 
federates came to Canton from Singapore. 
While the authorities have not been able 
to cevture these men, a number of suspects 
have been arrested and promptly decapi- 
tated.

Hund:eds of persons spent the night In 
the street because theif homes had been Ce- 
stroyed by the flames.

The rain was welcomed by’ 
them, however, as it did much to check the 
fire. 


District Which Was. Burned. 

At the time that the firemen seemiéd to be 
getting the better of the blaze. both sidcs of 
Exchange street from York to State, both 
Sides of State street from Kenduskeag 
stream to Broadway, a considerable rari of 
Central and Franklin streets. néarly al! of 
Park étredt and Marlow street were in ruing 
and the flames had made inroads of nearly 
a mile into the best residential section in 
Broadway, Center, and French streets. 

The fire Sartcd in the hayshed of J. Fiank 
Green On Broad street and in a short time 
was eweeping thfough the city in a north- 
westerly direction. As the blaze continued 
to grow, sparks which were carried by the 
high wind started half a dozen fires at ihe 
fame time. 

Half an hour after the first alarm had been 
sounded nearly a dozen buildings were fh 
flames and the fire was sweeping northerly 
up Broad and Exchanee streets on either side 
of Kendugkeag stream. In its pathWay were 
banks, office buildings, the public library, 
and other structures. all of which were de- 
stroyed 


Use of Dynamite Vain. 

An ineffectual attempt was made to stay 
the progress of the fimmes by dynamiting 
several biocks, including the Smith and 
Strickiand bufidings, located in a triangle 
formed by Hammond and Central streets 
and the Kenduskeag stream, but the fire 
bridged the chasm

Wire Connection Is Cut Off. 

When it was seen that the flames could net 
be controlled by the local fire department 
attempts were made to summon help, but so 
rapidly had the buildings been destroyed that 
wire connection with other towns was almost 
impossible: The city was shut off from tele- 
phonic ¢ommunication by the burning of the 
eentral office of the New England Telephone 
and Telegraph company dnd calls for aid 
from Portland, Lewiston, and Augusta were 


‘sent out by the wite chief of the company, 


who ciimbed a pole and cut ip on @ trunk 
line. 

The te:egraph companies’ offices burned fp 
the early é@tages of the conflagration, but 
later they established temporary stations 
outside the fire zone and communication was 
resumed. 

When. the appeals reached the. outside 
world special trains from Portland, Augusta, 
and Lewiston brought fire apparatus and 
men. Other nearby towns, including OM 
Town and Brewer, sent help. 

Telephone and telegraph operators stuck 
to their poste and sent out information and 
calls for help until they had not 4 moment to 
spare to make their eecape. One newspeper 
operatgr sat at his Key sending and receiv- 
ing méssages while the fire raged hardly 
fifty féet away from him in the postoffice 
building. 

Mayor Mutlen appealed to the governor 
an¢ the local companies of stdte troops wate 
called but to guard the burred district. 

In all sections of the city ss were mee- 
img out theif belongings and hurrying te 
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places of safety. Many were already home- | 
less and, with churches and public bulldings 
in ruins, there were few places where they 
could be cared for. 

Outside the danger zone they gathered 
about fires buiit in the streets, and there 
camped for the night, getting what little 
sleep they could curled up in quilts and 
blankets that they had gathered up in their 
hasty flight. 

Late tonight Mayor Mullen in reply to a 
proffer of aid from:Mayor Fitzgerald of 
Boston wired that he believed the fire, to 
be under control. To the public he issued 
the following statement: 

* “The city has suffered a terrible blow, 
but I have every confidence that Bangor 
will ‘come back.’ ”’ 

The fire is considered by insurance people 
the worst that Maine has known since the 
Portiand fire in 1866, when a large part of the 
business section of that city was destroyed 
with a loss of $10,000,000. 


Bangor Important City. 

Bangor is the most important city of east- 
ern Maine, and besides, being a seaport is an 
Amportant railroad center. It ison the Maine 
, Central, the Bangor and Aroostook, and sev- 
erai other raijroads, with steam and electric 
lines radiating in all directions. It is situ- 
ated at the head of navigation, on the west 
bank of the Penobscot river, across its af- 
fluent, the Kenduskeag. It is the trade cen- 
ter and shipping point of a large agricultural 
section and for many industrial communi- 
ties. It has a fine harbor, the tide rises 
about seventeen feet, and there is sufficient 
water to float the largest of ocean steam- 
ships. The city is a great lumBer market and 
the ice industry is also large, Penobscot 
_ Water, being exceptionally pure. 


City of Manufactures, | 

Bangors manufacturing establishments 
numbered, before the conflagration, over 300, 
embracing about 100 different kinds of in- 
_dustries. Besides these, many important 
establishments are outside.the city’s limits, 
including all the large sawnillls but one. 
The city had one of the largest shoe factories 
in the state and several! large furniture and 
trunk manufacturing concerns. There were 
five national banks in Bangor, two savings 
banks, and two trust cempanies. __ 

The city had a splendid granite custorfn- 
house and postoffice, a: large and handsome 
courtiiouse, and a fine city hal. The public 
library contained 70,000 volumes. The Ban- 
gor Auditorium was the largest building of 
the kind in the state and the opera house was 
@ large and costly structure. 

The business section of Bangor was com- 
pactly built, which gave to the city a popu- 
lous appearance. This compactness aided 
greatly in the spread of the fames. The bust- 
ness section was located in the valley, while 
the heights were crowned with residences.

The essay sets forth Dr. Kerschensteiner’s 
views on the need of practical vocational 
training to supplement the public school 
courses as demonstrated jn the continuation 
schools of Munich. Fi, 

Attention is called by the writer, to the agf 
vantage of having real workingmen of in- 
- telligence for instructors im the trade schoo] 
courses similar to the old time training of 
apprentices by the trade guilds in England. 

Goncerning other means of teaching citi- 
genship to pupils he says: ’ 

‘**Opportunities are afforded by the estab- 
lishment of school savings banks, managed 
by a committee cf pupiis; self-government, 
inviting the cojperation of pupilsin the main- 
tenance of discipline and in the management 
of the school and class,library .by making 
them responsible for the books and materials, 
the tidiness of the workshop, classroom, lab- 
oratory, and experimental gardens; the hold- 
ing of social entertainments and festivals; 
the introduction of clubs for athletics, gym- 
nastics, first aid, and fire brigade work.’ ’; 

In proof ef the soundness of his ideas re- 
garding the practical training for citizen- 
ship through the medium of vocational 
schcols the author points to the record of the 
continuation schools of his city, where 10,000 
pupils attend forty-three of these schools. 
Eighty lecture rooms and sixty workshops 
are provided for them at a cost of $250,000 


annually.

Svante August Arrhenius of Sweden, called 
the world’s greatest cosmogonist. est 
* Prof. Arrhenius, who is visiting in Boston, 
disagrees with the theory of Prof. Percival 
‘Lowell that Mars is inhabited. He thinks 
‘Mars is too cold to support animal life, 
though he says there may exist on it a form 
of vegetable lifé. The so-called canals on 
Mars, he believes, are cracks on the surface. 
Similar cracks are observed on Mercury.: 
Prof. Arrhenius is the founder of the theory 
of electrolytic dissociation in chemistry and 
“won the Nobel prize in 1908. He has been 
three times president of the University of 
Stockholims and since 1905 he has been di- 
rector of the Nobel physical institute.

Some of 
them never wil] be presented, others may. be 
brought in time, and some are held by cau- 
tious investors. 


Vagaries of Human Nature Shown. 

From time to time the treasury attempts to 
call in the checks and the vagaries of human 
nature are shown. One citizen has more 
than $60,000 waiting for him and hols the 
checks for it. 

He was recently invited to cash in and 
made a trip to Washington to tel treasury 
Officials the checks were his property; he 
would cash them when he pleased, or burn 
them up if he wished. 

If he does the latter his money will be held 
in the vaults unti. congress, perhaps, may 
dispose of it. The treasury cam do nothing 
but keep it. 


Owner of $21,000 Can’t Be Found. 

The contractor who laid the first pave-, 
ment upon Pennsylvania avenue from the 
capitol to the White House has $21,000 wait- 
ing for him; it has been there many years 
but the treasury hase never been able to find 
the rightful payee, as the contractor failed 
and his affairs became involved in litigation 
which never has been settled. 

The amounts of this seemingly ownerless 
fund nange frdm thousands down to a few 
cents. The smaller amounts afe al! held for 
those who owned government securities at 
some time or other and probably. have for- 
gotten to collect their interest.

Corpus Was Valid. 


Packer’s Liberty at Stake; May 
Be Sent Back as Witness 
for Helm Committee. 


Arguments in the habeas corpus proceed- 
ings which involve the liberty of Edward 
Tilden, the packer and banker who refused 
to testify before the Helm committee of the 
Illinois senate, will begin In Judge Petits 
court at 11 o’clock this morning. 

It is belMeved that a big crowd will be on 
hand to hear what the lawyera have to say 
on both sides. In expectation of this Judge 
Petit has arranged for extra bailiffs to keep 
order, 

Just whet line the arguments may take 
could not be ascertained yesterday. Former 
Judge N. C. Sears, John Barton Payne, and 
Ralph Crews, who have been retained by Mr. 
Tilden, declined yesterday to forecast what 
they would do. John J. Healy, attorney for 
the Helm corthmittee, said that his course of 
action would be guided to a considerable 
extent by what Mr. Tikien’s lawyers said. 


Will Attack Validity of Writ. 


It ig expected, however, that the real issue 
that will be raised will be on the validity of 
the writ which Judge Petit issued. It will 
be shown that this writ was issued in advance 
of the arrest of Mr. Tilden by the sergeant-at- 
arms of the senate, and it will be argued that, 
therefore, those allegations in it which set 
forth that the packer was “ arrested,” "* de- 
tained,’ and “ imprisoned ’’ are wholly false 
and vitiate his petition.

Washington, D. C., April 30.—[{Special.)— 
The senate of the United States will begin 
this week to concern itself seriously with 
the question of a reinvestigation of the Lori- 
mer case. The La Follette resolution for the 
appointment of a special committee of new 
senators to make the inquiry hase not yet 
been referred to a standing committee. This 
will be done by the vice president probably 
tomorrow. 

Because of the preponderance of the Loni- 
mer strength upon the committe: on priv- 
ileges and election$S, the Lorimerites natural- 
ly want the resolution sent there. Should 
such action be taken, the resolution will be 
pigeonholed, and. if owia % mittee reports 
anything it wil! be a reso Nie nauthorizing it 
to make the investigation through a subcom- 
mittee to be named by the chairman, Senator 
Dillingham of Vermont. 


Natural Course of Resolution. 


‘The naturai course for the La Follette res- 
olution to take is tirst to go to the committee 
On audit and control of the contingent ex- 
penses of the senate. This was done with 
the resolution introduced a year ago. It was 
reported out by the committee with the rec- 
ommendation that it be sent to the privileges 
and elections committee. Consequently 
there were no favorable or unfavorable com- 
ments Made-by the committee. 

The Lorimerites do not know what the 
presemt aucit and contro] committee would 
do with the La Follette measure. The chair- 
man of the committee is:Senator Briggs of 
New Jersey, and its senior member is Sena- 
tor Dillingham. These two men voted for 
Lorimer’s retention in the senate: The new 
members of the committee are Senators 
Bristow, Clark of Arkansas, and Wiliams.

with respect to Lorimer, but it is known he 
favors a thorough inquiry by an unbiased 
body. 

Fight Over Personnel. 

It is evident, consequently, that the first 
fight in the Lorimer case will be upon per- 
sonnel of the investigating committee. The 
Lorimer men are determined not to permit an 
investigation by new senators only, though 
this would seem to be the proper course to 
pursue, in view of the fats that the other 
senators have registered ; r convictions. 

Many of the men who voted for Lorimer, 
however, insist they ought to have represen- 
tation on the committee. They claim that 
new evidence has been adduced, that when 
they reached their decision last winter they 
did not think sufficient proof had been ob- 
tained to justify them in not giving Lorimer 
the- benefit of the doubt, and that additional 
testimony may cause them to conclude that 
the junior senator actually acquired his 
seat through bribery and corruption.

“The Mint’’ is protected by a saloon license 
and ostensibly fs conducted only as a drink- 
ing place, but it was discovered that Women 
who solicit drinks in the baekroom live above 
the saloon in rooms rented to them by * Dagp 
Frank” and eat food that he provides ata 
common boarding house table. 

The other resort makes no pretense at be- 
ing anything except what it is. It pays no 
\saloon license and is conducted exactly like

It is Gharged that ‘“‘ Dago Frank” has used 
the “ grizzlf bear” dance in his basement 
dive as a recruiting ground for inmates of 
both the houses and that many girls who 
were lured into the district by the strange 
dance have remained there as “ wards ’’ of 
the Italian boss.

There died in Chicago yesterday a woman 
who, aithough a resident of the United States 
for fifty-seven years, never learned to speak 
the language of her adopted country; nevet 
éared ftir any but the customs of her own 
native France, and who for half a céntury 
Was a central figure in nearly all the impor- 


in Llinois. 

The woman was ‘Mme. Louise des Combes 
Favard. who for the last sixteen years had, 
with her only daughter, Berthe, resided with 
Mrs. Mary H. Knowlés, prominént th the 
Alliance Francaise, at her reBidehnce, 4564 
Oakenwald avenue. Mme Favaerd Was a 
member of the old French nobility and wes 
born eighty-six years ago in Cherbourg. She 
lived with her parents in Paris at the time of 
the ascension of Napoleon III. 


Settled at Nauvoo, Ilt. 

Fifty-seven years ago she came with her 
parents to the United States with a edlony 
of French people who settled at Nawvoe, II. 
The French immigrants purchased the vil- 
lage from the Mormons, who then wére mhak- 
ing their first western migration, which ended 
at Salt Lake’City. The French settlement at 
Nauvoo was operated on the communistic 
Plan and every fesident gave his éari!ngs 
into the common treasury, and ffom thé ¢éom- 
munity store received supplies of food and 
clothing. | 

Here Mme. Favard was married and her 
bome was the social center of thé commu- 
nity. It was here that the latest neWs from 
France was diséussed by thé 8¢lf-exiled peo~ 
ple, and she néver lost hér interest if the 
mother country. Bspecially during the 
Franco-Prussian war Mme. Favard kept 
watch of the campaign with the closest atten- 
tion through the Paris papers. 


Never Had to Learn English. 

“Mme, Favard never knew the necessity 
of learning to speak English,” a friend re- 
marked yesterday, “ for there was some ont 
from her native land near her all the time. 
She wag known and deeply loved by ali her 
friends, and to the time of her death she waa 
revered by them ag a member of the old 
French nobility, to whieh so many of her 
countrymen are so deeply attached. She was 
a friend to every one who came from France, 
and.ali her life was as French as if she had 
lived throughout her years in Paris rather 
than in L[llinols.’’,

Tuberculosis day was observed in many 
of the Chicago-churches yesterday, and 
many of the pastors preached sermons from 
the subject of the white plague. 

With statistics on hand furnished by the 
Chicago Tuberculosis institute, showing that 
over 9 per cent of the deaths in Chicago 
churches was caused by this dread disease, 
it was not hard to make the addresses em- 
phatic in the lesson they sought to convey. 

The institute also had furnished the pas- 
tors with an outline of the methods of scien- 
tific treatment and prevention of the dis- 
ease. [ 

The gospe] of health. as preached in the 
churches was a new idea. It increases the 
scope of the work, adding the pulpit to th: 
schools and the public platforms and healta 
and ciyic commissions in their fight against 
tuberculosis. 

The pastors entered into the spirit of the 
work and many masterly addresses were ce- 
livered setting forth the necessity for pre- 
venting the spread of this disease and show- 
ing how much can be accomplished by in- 
telligent effort. In many of the churchés 
special collections were taken up to aid th? 
battle against consumption. 

Tuberculosis statistics are always terrible, 
but the danger is pressing, argue the 
crusaders against the disease, and this en- 
listment of the pulpit in the struggle was in- 


augurated with success on Tuberculosis day.

Four on Train Slain. 
Mexico City, April 30.—The “ week end spe- 


fial’’ for Cuernavaca, seventy-five’ miles | 


south of this city, was shot up and wrecked 
by rebels last night at E) Parue, a few miles 
from its destination. Three passengers and 
a negro porter were killied and several oth- 
ers injured. The engineer is missing. _ 

Among those killed was Dr. Pehr Olssen- 
Seffer, a botanist of repute. A brother of 
Dr. Olssen-Seffer is at Madison, Wis., attend- 
ing the state university. 

After the wreck the rebels ordered all pas- 
sengeTrs not to leave the scene. In a short 
time the re for the delay was apparent. 
There came in sight on the heavy grade a 
freight train. Had any one of the passen- 
gers been permitted to leave a warning might 
have been given to the crew. 

Too late the engineer of the freight saw 
the wrecked train. The heavy train crashed 
into the derailed passenger coaches. The 
fireman was killed and the engineer and a 
coal passer were badly scalded by the 
escaping steam. 

The action of the rebels is accounted for by 
the refusal of the government to heed their 
warning not to move troops over the road.

American Commands Artillery. 

The artillery of the insurrecto forces is 
under the command of Capt. A. W. Lewis, an 
American.’ Lewig pushed his artillery into 
positions only 150 yards from the federal 
intrenchments just before the battle opened.

forces have fied from Ojinaga to the Ameri- 
can side of theriver. |

sake, Sir Richard Edgecumbe, having been 
one of the principal factors in bringing 
about the overthrow of Richard III., in se- 
curing the victory at the battle of Bosworth, 
and in placing upon the throne King Henry 
VII., who loaded him with honors and in- 
trusted to him the chieftainship of his royal 
household. 

The rooms at Mount Edgecumbe have re- 
mained almost exactly in the same state as 
in the days of the Tudor sovereighs. They 


j are still hung with superb old -tapestries, 


located a foot or so from the walls, highly 
suggestive of the ease with which a spy or 
an assassin could “ hide behind the arras.”’ 
The interior of the great hali is particularly 
impressive, with its lofty open timbered roof, 
its rugged walls, its ancient tapestries, and 
its generally antique character.

The third Lord Mount Edgecumbe received 
an earldom from George III. by way of com- 
pensation for the destruction of some superb 
woods on his estates during repairs to a fort 
at Plymouth in 1788. 

He was married to the only daughter and 
heiress of Dr. John Gilbert, Archbishop of 
York; a woman Who despite this parentage 
was so devoted to faro that she was on one 
occasion denounced from the bench by Lord 
Chief Justice Kenyon as “ Pharaoh's daugh- 
ter,"’ 

Hers was an extraordipary fate, in which 
some saw a judgment for her gambling pro- 
pensities. When thought to be dead she was 
entombed in the old chapel of Mount Edge- 
cumbe castle. A servant who was aware 
that she was wearing her favorite rings— 
they were magnificent jewels—descended into 
the tomb the night following the funeral, 
pried open the coffin, and endeavored to re- 
move the rings, from the fingers. , Finding 
this impossible, he cut. off the fingers—ac- 
cording to some, the hands—of the countess, 
which aroused her from the cataleptic trance 
At once she rose in 
her coffin, the blood dripping on her white 
shroud. The man fled and mad with terror 
fell down the cliff on to the rocks below.to 
destruction. 

Lady Mount Edgecumbe, wonderful to re- 
late; recovered, and survived her premature 
funeral for a number of years. But she was 
never able to touch a card again, owing to 
the mutilation of her hands. Theservant's 
ghost is said to haunt the srounds of Mount 
Edgecumbe.

CITY’S TEST OF GAS METERS. 

Chicago, April 27.—[To the Friend of the 
People.|—I am very pleased to acknowl- 
edge receipt of your letter on the subject 
I wrote about recently in regard to gas and 
electric light meters, but what these light- 
ing companies state to you is all bosh. They 
have said the same thing to me half a dozen 
times. I know better than they do any 
cause for increase in consumption of either 
gas or electricity and for them to tell me 
that on a certain date the consumption in- 
creased a whole lot and kept up that way 
for three or four months in succession is 
ridiculous on its face. WhatI am contend- 
ing: is that these meters are not right gnd 
there should be some control over them 
by the city. The gas company can report 
readings all right and the meters may show 
that, but if they do, they are not register- 
ing correctly. 

I thank you kindly for the interest you 
have taken, and remain.

Chicago, April 27.—[To the Friend of the 
People.]—-I for one have found the same 
conditions as W. J. McDowell regarding gas 
and meters. And I think almost everybody 
else has the same experience. . 

‘Gas is supposed to be cheaper now than 


eight or ten years ago, but the fact is that. 


every consumer is paying more now and a 
good deal more, too. 

Last winter I paid at least $1 more every 
month for gas than I ever did before, and 
at the same time was not using half as 
much as the winter before. I, too, com- 
plained to the company, but they said: “ The 
meter is new and inspected by the city.” 
O, yes,-there is the rub. The meter was 
new and inspected. 

Since then I have moved and where I 
live now the gas bills are running some- 
where near what they should. But I be- 
lieve that is hecause the meter is not new 
and has not been inspected for some years.

The city exercises supervision over gas meters 
th:ough the inspector of gas meters and gas. 
There are about 450,000 gas meters in use in this 
city 

When a consumer believes that his meter is 
incorrect he can, under the ordinance, call at the 
gas inspector’s office on the vault floor of the new 
city hall, deposit $1, and have his meter tested 
After the deposit has been made the test will 
proceed as follows: The old meter will be re- 
moved and brought to the testing office and a new 
meter. which has been previously tested by an 
employé working under the supervision of the gas 
inspector and sealed, will be placed in service in 
place of the one removed. The okt meter will be 
tested, and if found ovér'2 per cent fast the gas 
company is required, under the ordinance, to re- 
fund the $1 deposited and rebate on the gas bile 
for the last six months’ service at whatever per, 
centage the meter its found to be- fast. If the mete? 
is correct, the dollar is retained partially to cover 
the cost of the inspection. If the meter fs slow 

the gas company, under the ordinance, can charge 
in addition to the previous’ bills an increase based 
on whatever percentage the meter is found to be 
slow, but in practice no such charge has ever been 
made., 

During 1910 the gas inspector tested in this way 
480 meters, 268 of which were found to be fast, 
197 correct, and fifteen slow. 

There was an ordinance passed by the city coun- 
cil creating a bureau of inspection of electric 
meters, but no appropriation has ever been made 
to oover the cost of putting such a bureau in opera- 
tion. « wM CARROLL, City Electrician.

E.conomical Housekeeping. 
BY JANE EDDINGTON, 


The Curry or Currie Powder. 


NE of the ways of extending the flavor of 

meat ig to serve it with rice. This un- 

doubtedly was discovered in one of the 

greatest rice growing and rice eating 

countries, India, for out of that country 
comes the famous curry, which has such num- 
berless adaptations. The French use it with 
beef, calf’s head, feet, and tail; chicken, crab, 
fillets of haddock, sole and whiting; game, lamb, 
lamb’s head, lobster, mutton, oxtail, oysters, 
pork, prawn, rabbit, salmon, skate, tripe, turbot, 
and veal. 

The English use it with both the expensive 
and the most inexpensive meats, and with lob- 
sters, shrimps, macaroni, eggs, and sweetbreads, 
and with no end of accompaniments. In curried 
oysters, for instance, a dish brought from Mad- 
ras, and considered the, ne plus ultra of Indian 
cookery, they not only used such ordinary flavors 
as onion, but cocoanut, sour tamarinds (we in 
America use sour apple in place of the tamarind 
in any dishes requiring it), vegetable marrow, 
etc. 

A real prince of India once prepared curries 
and gerved them himself in one of Chicago's 
largest hotels. -In his oriental garb he was a 
picturesque figure, yet wealthy American dem- 
ocrats looked upon him as no more than any 
interesting servant. But as propagandist of 
curry he was a very prosperous servant, and 
when he went abroad through the city, always 
with an attendant to carry the slightest parcel, 
he was as exquisite a prince as one would need 
to see ‘ 

Next to India itself, of course, one should go 
to England for knowledge of the curry, to the 
eountry where Anglo-Indians abound. And if to 
England, why, to hiliza Acton, whose authority 
has been so long unquestioned on many mat- 
ters pertaining to cookery. She -says: “The 


. great superiority of the oriental curries over 


those generally prepared in Europe is not, we 
believe, altogether the want of a lack of skill 
or of experience On the part of our’ cooks, but 
ig attributable in some measure to many of 
the ingreaients which in a/fresh and green 
state add so much to thelf excellence being 
here beyond our reach. \ 

“The natives of the east mpound and vary 
this class of dishes, we are told, with infinite 
ingenuity, blending in them. very agreeably 
many condiments of different flavor until the 
highest degree of piquancy and flavor is pro- 
duced, the whole being tempered with fine vege- 
table acids, ‘With us turmeric and cayenne pep- 
per prevail in them often far too powerfully; 
the prodigal use of the former should be espe- 
cially avoided, as it injures both the’ quality 
and the color of the curry, which ought to be 
of dark green, rather than of a red or yellow 
hue. The first is given by the genuine powder 
imported from India, the others by the greater 
humber of spurious ones sold in England and 
America under its name. A couple of ounces of 
@ sweet, sound cocoanut, lightly grated and 
stewed for nearly or quite an hour, is a great 
improvement to its flavor; it will be found par- 
ticularly agreeable with that of sweetbreads, 
and may be served in the curry or _strained 
from it at pleasure. Great care, 
should be taken not to use for the purpose a nut 
that is rancid. Spinage, cucumbers, vegetable 
marrow, tomatas, acid apples, green go0ose- 
berries (seeded), and tamarinds imported in the 
she:l—not preserved—may all in their season 
be added with very good effect to curries of 
different kinds.”

“The Quality of Mercy” 
Seems a Bit Strained.

HEN a wan infant in an east side tene- 

ment poignantly inquires in the first 

act, “Mother, what IS flowers?” one 

may Spéeculate with comparative assur- 

ame that the drama thus introduced 
will be a tear compelling recital of “earth's bit- 
ter leaven’”’ experienced for a stressful time and 
effaced forever as the curtain falls. Also that 
it will not be a good play. 

So in ‘The Quality of Mercy,” a pleading 
drama of the romantic underworld, little Teddy 
grows curious in the above form and prefaces 
the mildly exciting amalgam of sin and love 
which ensues. Little Teddy in this instance is a 
trash little fellow whose mature resemblance to 
Mr. Joe Weber must be blamed on dur legislators, 
but whose other eccentricities are the fault of 
our dramatist. He is the unforeseeen conse- 
quence of his mother’s propensity to lead her 
own life in New York. Vagrantly affectionate, 
she has acquired him and a police record, but 
as the story begins shé has ‘turned square” 
and is the promised bride of a noble floorwalker 
in an eminent department store.

Mr. Forrest Halsey, whoge vast experience as 
a man of the world leads lhiim to look liberally 
upon human. frailties, proceeds, with this run- 
ning start, to show that sin is somewhat slan- 
dered.

WO young pianists were introduced “to 
Chicago music lovers yesterday afternoon. 
In Music halii Clarence. EKidam~ gave an 
admirably selected program, and in the 
Studebaker theater Gino Aubert, assist- 
ing Francis Macmillén as accompanist, contrib- 
uted a single sole to the violinist’s numeroug 
offerings. Ky‘ strange coincidence Mr. Aubert 
chose to present the Tausig arrangement of 


Bach's D minor toccata and fugue, which wag 
also the first number ¢h Mr. Eidam’s program. | 


interesting contrast between Gallic 
and Teutonic conceptions resulted. Both young 
men possess unusual technical equipment. Mr. 
Eidam’s treatment of the piano is direct and 
obvious. It comprehends. the patent contrasts, 
reinforces them with vigoraus but. somewhat 
labored rhythmical emphasis, and sustains the 
polyphonic movement of Rach’s music at care- 
fully differentiated dynamic levels, 

Mr. Aubert controle a greater range of tonal 
contrasts because he has a more sympathetic. 
and elastic tone with which to construct them. 
In his playing spontaneous musical impulse re- 
places, or seems to replace, carefully calculated 
The interpretation that resulted was im- 
egingtive and poetic, yet filled with authority, 
dignity, and power. It was piano playing typi- 
cally French, in that it sought ever the subtle 
nuance, the delicate inflection. But it was aiso 
admirable Bach interpretation, since it accom- 
plished the expression of that mood of. serene, 
measured activity that moves certainly to the 
utterance of a song majestic, many voiced, ang 
glorious, Therefore one is justified in pro- 
nouncing Mr. Aubert one of the most promising 
talents of the present who may be expected 
shortly to take his place among pianists of in- 
ternational importance. 

-—~.>- 

Mr. Eidam is also a promising talent. The 
mechanical departments of his art he. already 
commands with far more than ordinary ease 
in all that pertains to facility. The tone that 
he wins from his instrument is mot disagree- 
able so long as he confines himself tg the 
lighter dynamic inflections. However, he is 
sensible of the values of dramatic contrast and 
in attaining this much to be desired goal he 
frequently sacrifices tonal beauty to power. 

This would seem to constitute his most seri- 
ous planistic limitation at present. For the 
rest he approaches his art in a spirit of 
earnestness and revererice delightful to en- 
counter. Display seems furthest from his in- 
tention. For the simplicity of Beethoven's 
“Andante Favori”™-he possesses the necessary 
restraint and self-repression. He sang the 
melody quietly, developed the ensuing varia- 
tions without disturbing the even progress of 
a well chosen tempo, and played the difficult 
octave passages of the coda as they should be 
played—quletly and w... no hint of technical 
exhibition. 

A Brahms iIntermezzo was read somewhat 
dryly. Mr. EFidam seemed to fear those exag- 
gerations of rwhato that lead to sentimentality 
and erred in being too literal, a rare mistake 
in youthful art and therefore not to be made 
the subject of serious censure. The great E 
fiat major rhapsodie, which closed the group, 
was better suited to the plilanist’s straightfor- 
ward and vigorous style, and was read with 
splendid brayoura. Mr. Eidam’'s program con- 
tained, further, the Schumann F' sharp minor 
sonata, two novelties by Gliere, a rhapsodie by 
Dohnanyi, and the wiszt E major polonalise.

Francis Macmillen gave a performance of 
the Paganini D major concerto that set a new 
standard for absolute virtuosity. Not that he 
neglected the abundant melodic and, emotional 
content of the wotk. He sang every bit of 
sustained cantilene with remarkable warmth 
and béauty of tone. But the whole concerto 
was made only an attractive prelude to the 
cadenza. Here the difficulties assembled by the 
congposer and the editor did not satisfy Mac- 
millen, who added a few embellishments of 
his own in the matter of octaves, tenths, and 
other trying varieties of double-stopping, exe- 
cuting all with dazzling ease and brilliancy. 

The past season has brougiit to Macmillen’s 
playing those qualities of authority, tempera- 
ment, and. ingpiration that it has fermerly 
lacked, if ever so slightly. -He is now entitled 
to a position of distinction among American vio- 
linists second only to Maud Powell; and merely 
as a virtuoso he might with justice be accorded 
the foremost place. Yesterday’s program was 
not an exacting one, with the exception of the 
Paganini number. It opened with the chaconne 
of Vitali and the G minor preldde of Bach for 
violin alone, and in the place of the Mozart BD 
flat concerto, which was to have been presented 
with the accompaniment of a double string 
quartet, he played the Schubert “Ave Maria” 
and the Saint-Sa@éngs “Introduction and Rondo 
Capriccioso.” ¢ 


The attendance at both the Macmillen and 
EKidam recitals was large and the audiences were 
generous in thelr expressions of) approval.

Battle Is Imminent. 
BY RICHARD HENRY LITTLE. 


ORT DAR, Fine Arts Building, Chicago, 
April 30.—From Alonzo Snooper, war 
correspondent with the insurrecto army 
in the field: 

Have. just interviewed Gen. Torbet, in 
command of the insurrecto army. Gen. Torbet 
smiled scornfully at the idea of disbanding 
her forces. 1 fear the D. A. R. war is but 
begun. 

Whether or not the United States will inter- 
vene is a question that I cannot answer now. 
I know. of course, but President Taft, when 
he informed me, gave me a cigar and said not 
to tell the public for a few days yet. 

Confiderttially, all the army that is not 
guarding Texas from the Mexicans, or Los 
Angeles from the Japanese, or Brownsville from 
the Germans, or Palmas island from the Dutch 
soon wilk be encamped in the lake front park, 
Chicago, ready to intervene in the DD. A. Ri 
war. 

The first conflict will occur at Fort DAR. 
The insurrectos are quietly massing their 
forces, and when fully prepared. will begin 
the attack. And it will be some attack, be- 
lieve me. 


- 

I am in a@ position authoritatively to deny 
the idle rumor that the leader of the insur- 
recto commands is to be given a drumhead 
court martial at the harids of the officers of 
the government troops. I investigated care- 
fully this afternoon.to verify this rumor, and 
I can now absolutely assert that euch a thing 
will not occur. Bribing a watchman, I gained 
access to the quarters of the government forces 
in Fort DAR and there made an astounding 
discovery. 

THEY HAVE NO DRUM. 

Therefore the reports sent out by sensational 
and unauthorized correspon@ents are proven 
false. Meesages and telegrams have been fly- 
ing thick and fast between the rival camps 
all afternoon. I have intercepted and read 
them all. but cannot make them public at this 
time. One message, which I think tis in code 
and which was neither addressed nor signed, 
read as follows: 

“Of course you were wise to dissemble your 
love, 
But WHY did you kick me downstairs?”

Heavy firing has been heard of late from 
the various camps of the government forces 
scattered about the state.

In case hostilities actually begin, subjects 
of the United States who live across the bor- 
der from Fort DAR in the Fine Arts building 
will be fwlly protected. The government will 
not permit of the belligerents in Mexico shoot- 
ing across the border, nor will such a thing 
be allowed in the present war in the Fine 
Arts bullding. Neutral persons wno reside in 
the danger zone are much alarmed, however 
and are putting their side of the border into 
@ State of defense. 

Col. John McCutcheon, whose house is close 
to the scene of activities, has moved the 
stuffed rhinoceros “Sadie” which he shot in

NET PROFITS $16,000,000. 


Capital Increases Over $6,000,- 
000; Employes Get

The International Harvester company’s 
gross saies in the fiscal and calendar year 
ofe1910 amounted to $101,166,300, an increase 
of. $14,500,000 over the sales of the pre- 
vious year, and nearly $30,000,000 in excess 
of 1908. The 1909 sales had been the high 
record up to date. 

Net earnings on the common stock,, after 
the deduction af $4,200,000 dividends on the 
preferred, amounted to $11,884,819, equal to 
14.8 per cent on the $80,000,000 common. 
This, compared with $10,692,740 the previous 
year, equaling just short of 18 per cent on 
the $60,000,000 the outstanding. The com- 
mon was increased during the year by the 
payment of a 33 1-3 per cent stock dividend. 


Capital Increased from Profits. 
The balance sheet shows an improvement 
in working capital, which figures net $97,047,- 


, 006, a gain of $6,224,624, derived from the 


year’s profits. The increase in sales amount- 
ed to16 percent.

During the year the company sold in the
